Volume XXXI 
The Breeder and the Stud Book 


N THE BLOOD-HORSE of February 25 we again 
called attention, as we have been doing for 

years, to the failure of the American Stud Book 
to include the name of the breeder along with 
the record of each foal. Now we have a note 
from Algernon Daingerfield, assistant secretary 
of The Jockey Club, including the following ex- 
tract from the minutes of the meeting of the 
stewards of The Jockey Club December 19, 1934: 

On motion, duly seconded, the Registrar is instructed, 
beginning with Volume XVII to append after the entry 
ot each foal the name of the ‘Breeder’ and to elimi- 
nate from future volumes all such repetitions of mat- 
ter published in previous volumes which are not neces- 
sarv for the identification of the animal. 

The breeder of an animal, for the purpose of registra- 
tion, is the owner of the dam at the time of foaling, 
and when held under a lease, bred on shares or in 
partnership, only such lease or partnership will be 
recognized for such purposes which is filed in the office 
of The Jockey Club. 

We are very glad to be apprised of this ac- 
tion, about which we should have learned four 
years ago. It probably is still news to most of 
our readers, though it was published in the Rac- 
ing Calendar nearly two years before Volume XVI 
was published. For the concession we give our 
belated thanks to The Jockey Club. It will now 
he possible (that is, after Volume XVII appears 
in 1940, as we suppose it will) to find an official 
record of the breeder of an American Thorough- 
bred. 

But for current use the new information in 
the stud book will not be very valuable, since 
The Jockey Club does not issue a new volume 
until the youngest horses included in it are 3 
years of age and does not follow it up with an- 
other volume until these same youngest horses 
are 7 years of age. You can find the 6-year-old 
Seabiscuit in Volume XVI, but you must wait 
until Volume XVII appears next year before you 
can find War Admiral. 

If this policy is to be maintained with regard 
to the publication of the American Stud Book 
proper, then perhaps The Jockey Club would con- 
sider including the name of the breeder in the 
annual supplement to the stud book, and also 
including an index to the 2-year-olds which are 
the reason for the publication of the supplement.

California's Distance Racing 


NENT our brief “object lesson” with reference 

to distance racing on the editorial page of 
the March 18 issue, Eddie Read, publicity director 
of the Hollywood Turf Club, writes: 


Editor, THe BLoop-Horse: 


This is just a line to remind you that Hollywood 
Park has combined both the ideals of Belmont Park 
and the wealth of Santa Anita to such an extent that 
TWO stakes are programmed for the second summer 
meeting at a distance of a mile and a half. 

You may remember Presiding Steward Edmond G. 
Soule, of Hollywood Park, was definitely against mara- 
thon racing for cheaper horses. His contention for this 
stand was the lack of form in evidence when a field 
of $1,000 platers, unpredictable at best, met in a mara- 
thon event. 

However, marathons for good horses is something 
else again. One of the new stakes to be decided this 
vear at Hollywood Park is the $3.000 added Western 
Shore Handicap, for 3-year-olds and upward at a mile 
and a half. The second running of the Aloha Handi- 
cap, closing day feature at Hollywood Park on July 29, 
is also a mile and a half affair for 3-year-olds and up- 
ward with a purse of $15,000 added. 

Incidentally, Cravat’s mile and a half triumph in the 
San Juan Capistrano Handicap at Santa Anita was one 
of the most thrilling races of the season... . 


This inspires more comment than we have 
space to set down. But briefly— 

We would like to see distance racing for cheap 
horses and good horses, so trainers could find a 
spot for any reasonably good racer which had 
been prepared for distance events. The more 
long races we have the more form we will have, 
and the more high-class horses we will have. A 
plug in a mile race may be a crack in a two- 
mile test, and vice versa. Further, a good dis- 
tance runner becomes a better gate attraction, a 
more popular hero, than a good sprinter. Wit- 
ness the reputations of Exterminator, Brown 
Jack, Malicious, etc. 

If California continues to promote distance 
racing at a greater rate than Eastern tracks, 
California will eventually breed better horses 
than Eastern states. Distance tests are indis- 
pensable in improving the breed. Racing whose 
spread in distance is only from six furlongs to 
10 furlongs actually brings deterioration of the 
breed. 

But let’s not call them marathons. The ghost 


of some old four-mile-heat hero or heroine, like 
Lexington, or Fashion, or Ariel, might hear us.

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Names in Pedignees 
By Beadsman 


This article is one of a series, begun December 
$8, 1988, on the racing records of stallions foaled 
during the 1860-1900 period which are most im- 
portant in modern pedigrees. The series will in- 
elude about 50 horses.

be a few years ago an Australian pedigree 
student wrote, “The Americans who do not 
appreciate the value of the male line of Rock 
Sand must surely judge these things from a 
most original angle.” South American pedigree 
students might easily echo this remark, though 
Spanish-speaking echos sometimes escape this 
writer unobserved. And when the English Reg- 
ister of Thoroughbred Stallions was compiled 
for 1937, 11 of the 173 horses whose extended 
pedigrees were given (and which are roughly 
the “best’”’ stallions) went back in male line to 
*Rock Sand, including Papyrus and Obliterate, 
the latter sire of the grand staying mare 
Quashed, which won the Ascot Gold Cup by the 
narrowest of margins from Omaha. 


*Rock Sand spent the major portion of his 
life in the United States, yet it is only in the 
United States that his male line is held in scant 
esteem. The answer to the riddle is easy enough: 
*Rock Sand came to the United States, but 
Tracery went back to England. Through Trac- 
ery, in Australasia, came the good stallions 
Pantheon, Archery, Psychology, and the fine 
racers Gothic (second to Phar Lap in earnings 
there), Cuddle (the best staying mare in New 
Zealand in 1936), and the sturdy Peter Pan. 
Through Tracery, in England, came all of the 11 
stallions mentioned above. Through Tracery in 
South America came Congreve (leading sire in 
Argentina in 1937 and sire of “Kayak II) and 
other successful sires there. 

In the United States, by contrast, there were 
in 1938 eight stakes winners going back to *Rock 
Sand, of which the 2-year-old Eight Thirty, by 
the young sire Pilate, was the only one of really 
high class. Six of them came through Tracery’s 
imported sons or grandsons, but not his best sons 
and grandsons. In other words, the “original 
angle” from which breeders in the United States 
judge the *Rock Sand male line is that the best 
of it is not in America. Few horses have per- 
petuated their lines through more than one 
branch for many generations, and it was our mis- 
fortune to lose the most productive branch of 
*Rock Sand. 

*Rock Sand was bred by Sainfoin’s owner, Sir 
James Miller, at Hamilton Stud, Newmarket, and 
was foaled in 1900. His dam, Roquebrune, had 
been purchased from the dispersal of the Duchess 
of Montrose’s stud for 4,100 guineas (about 
$21,000) in 1894. She had been none too sound, 
but was possessed of extreme speed, and had won 
the New Stakes at Ascot at two. *Rock Sand 
was her first foal. 

Sainfoin had two crosses to Stockwell in his 
pedigree, fairly close up, and Roquebrune 
brought another cross, her second dam being by 
Stockwell, and she also brought the most power- 
ful strain in the General Stud Book, that of St. 
Simon, as well as Hermit.

George Blackwell had the training of *Rock 
Sand (‘to avoid confusion the asterisk is used 
throughout, though the horse was not imported 
until 1906), and he brought him to the races at 
Newmarket May 15, 1902, in the Bedford T-Y-O 
Stakes. With the American rider Danny Maher 
in the saddle, *Rock Sand won by three lengths 
from Arabi, Mixed Power, and five others. On 
June 3 he went after the richer Woodcote Stakes, 
under 126 pounds, won by three-fourths of a 
length from Kroonstad (124), Florinda (121) 
and eight others. Then at Ascot, on June 17, he 
won the Coventry Stakes by a head from Baron- 
ess La Fleche, Red Lily, and 10 others. 

At Newmarket again in July, *Rock Sand won 
the Chesterfield Stakes under 129 pounds from 
Sermc> (129), with Red Lily and five others well 
beaten. At Doncaster on September 9 he won 
the Champagne Stakes, richest race of his 2- 
year-old season, from William Rufus, Sermon, 
and Hammerkop (dam of Spion Kop). The mar- 
gin was a length. 

First defeat came on October 17 at New- 
market, in the Middle Park Plate. *Flotsam III, 
a St. Frusguin colt also racing under the Miller

silks, won by a head from Greatorex, with *Rock 
Sand two lengths away, four others trailing. The 
three leaders each had 129 pounds. *Flotsam 
III had also won the Imperial Produce Stakes, 
and in his only other start at two, the Rous Me- 
morial Stakes, had been beaten a head. 

Rock Sand squared accounts with Greatorex 
two weeks later in the Dewhurst Plate, at seven 
furlongs. Under 131 pounds he won by three 
lengths from Mead (125), with Greatorex (128) 
third. Greatorex, a son of Carbine and owned 
by the Duke of Portland, had won the Champion 
Breeders’ Biennial Foal Stakes and the Hurst 
Park Foal Plate at two. This ended *Rock 
Sand’s 2-year-old season, with six victories from 
seven starts. 

He came out in 1903 on April 17 at the New- 
market Craven meeting, won the one-mile Ben- 
nington Stakes easily from Love Charm and 
San Terenzo, giving weight to each. As a com- 
mentator remarked, without giving credit to 
Gilbert and Sullivan, ‘he had nothing much to do 
and did it very well.” The next start was the 
first step toward the “threefold ball” of Eng- 
land's Triple Crown, the Two Thousand Guineas. 

Rock Sand won it by a length and a half from 

Flotsam III, with Rabelais, Mead, and Chaucer 
among the beaten. 

Then to Epsom Downs and the Derby Stakes. 

tock Sand won without much difficulty, leading 
Vinicus to the finish by two lengths, with *Flot- 
sam III, Rabelais, and three others behind. At 
Ascot on June 18 he was a strong favorite for 
the St. James’ Palace Stakes, and he won it 
easily under 126 pounds from Exchequer (119), 

tinaldo (119), and Bassoon (119). 

After a month's rest, *Rock Sand came out at 
Sandown Park for the Eclipse Stakes (114, m.), 
under 130 pounds. Facing him were four noted 


horses, each of which had won its previous race. 
They were Ard Patrick (142), winner of the 
Prince of Wales’ Stakes in his only other start 
in 1903, Duke of Westminister (139), Oriole (3- 
y-o, 124), and the great filly Sceptre (139), which 
won nearly $200,000 before she was through with 
racing, including Two Thousand Guineas, One 


Thousand Guineas, Oaks, St. Leger, Jockey Club 
Stakes, and others. 

Some preparation had been made for a large 
crowd at Sandown Park, but the attendance so 
greatly exceeded expectation that all arrange- 


ments were wholly inadequate. *Rock Sand went 
to the front to make most of the pace, but in the 
stretch the powerful Ard Patrick (later to go to 
Germany for $105,000) and Sceptre ran him 
down, and in a hard-fought finish Ard Patrick 
won by a neck, with *Rock Sand three lengths 
back in third place. 

There was a rest until the Doncaster meeting 
in September, and there *Rock Sand won the 
St. Leger (1%, m., 132 yards) by four lengths 
from William Rufus, Mead (owned by Edward 
VII), and two others. In the Jockey Club Stakes 
at Newmarket on October 1 he met Sceptre 
again and she beat him four lengths, with Cappa 
White, William Rufus, and Cheers behind him. 
This was his last race at three; he had been 
beaten twice, by older horses, in seven starts. 

*Rock Sand suffered his fourth, and last, defeat 
in his first start at four, for the Coronation Cup 
(115 m.), being beaten back to third place by 
Zinfandel and Sceptre. Zinfandel, a Persimmon 
colt, had been withdrawn from the classics of 
1903 because of the death of his nominator, 
which may have been a fortunate thing for *Rock 
Sand. The two never met again. 

For the Hardwicke Stakes at Ascot on June 
17, *Rock Sand took up top weight of 136 
pounds, won by two lengths from Santry (120), 
with Sceptre (135) third. It was the only de- 
feat she suffered from *Rock Sand in their four 
meetings. 

The remaining four starts in *Rock Sand’s 
racing life were easy victories under high 
weights. He carried 128 pounds for the Princess 
of Wales’ Stakes, won by two lengths from Salt- 
petre (115), William Rufus (128), Exchequer 
(122), and Cheers (133). For the Lingfield Park 
Plate (11, m.) he had 135 pounds, won by three- 
fourths of a length from Lochryan (3-y-o, 100), 
with Henry the First (123) third. For the First 
Foal Stakes at Newmarket on July 13 he carried 
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134 pounds, won by a length and a half from 
Love Potion (3-y-o, 115), and then came up to 
his last race, the Jockey Club Stakes (1%, m.) 
on September 29, at Newmarket, under 137 
pounds. 

A tendon had gone bad just before the race, 
but *Rock Sand came to the finish a length and 
a half ahead of Henry the First (3-y-o, 125), 
William Rufus (136) and seven others, including 
St. Amant, and he ran the distance in the fastest 
time made in the event under such weight. It 
was his last race, and he had won five of six 
starts that season.

Sir James Miller wanted *Rock Sand trained 
again at five, but the tendon trouble recurred, 
and the horse was sent to stud in 1905, but not 
until April. He had only three foals in 1906, of 
which one died, and one of the survivors was 
Contrariwise, winner of a Liverpool Cup. He 
had a better book in 1906, and in the following 
year had 13 foals, nine of them winners. 

But Sir James Miller had died, and in 1906 
August Belmont bought *Rock Sand for $125,- 
000. Shipped to America in the summer of that 
year, he went to the Nursery Stud, where *St. 
Blaise, *The Ill-Used, and other stallions had 
stood, and where Fair Play was soon to be 
launched on his magnificent stud career. 

At Nursery Stud began one of the most famed 
“nicks” (nick: a successful combination of al- 
ready successful strains, usually from stallions 
standing at the same farm) in recent American 
breeding history, “Fair Play on *Rock Sand.” 
It was all right for Fair Play, but it was no help 
to *Rock Sand. *Rock Sand entered the stud 
in the United States in 1907, and his last breed- 
ing season here was 1912, when Fair Play’s first 
fillies were yearlings. But Fair Play began get- 
ting *Rock Sand mares in 1912, and from the 
only one bred to him that season came that 
sturdy old campaigner Sands of Pleasure. The 
next year he had another *Rock Sand mare, got 
the good producer Mill Maid (dam of the stakes 
winner The Spare; grandam of Speed to Spare) 
from her. In 1914 he had three *Rock Sand 
mares, got the good producer Masda from one 
of them. In the next season he got Mad Hatter 
and Surplice (dam of Time Supply) from *Rock 
Sand mares, and the following year got Man o’ 
War and Mlle. Dazie, the latter a stakes winner 
and dam of Jamestown. Subsequently My Play 
and others came from *Rock Sand mares. 

*Rock Sand had no such powerful strain to 
build on. In his six American crops were 122 
foals, of which six died before racing age. Fifty- 
six of the survivors were colts. From his first 
crop came the stakes winners Trap Rock and 
Flint Rock. From the second came Tracery, 
and had that foal remained in America, the 
*Rock Sand line would be a powerful one here 
today. From the third came the stakes winner 
Rock View (Dwyer, Lawrence Realization, To- 
boggan, Travers, Withers, etc.) and the great 
producer Mahubah, dam of Man o’ War, My Play, 
Masda, and others. From the fourth came Ok- 
tibbena, dam of Sweepster, Sweet Verbena, 
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From the fifth came Te. 


Okapi, and others. 
Biscuit, dam of Hard Tack. From the sixth 
came Friar Rock (Belmont Stakes, Brooklyr 
Suburban Handicaps, Saratoga Cup, etc.), the 
stakes winner and sire Tea Caddy, and Chit Chat 
dam of the stakes winner and leading sire Chat- 
terton. From the third crop also was *Vulcain, 
foaled abroad. 

This is no ordinary record. Furthermore, if 
excuses must be in order, *Rock Sand’s luck was 
consistently bad in stud. He was doing well in 
England when his owner died and he was sold, 
brought to America. His foals here arrived just 
in time to get in on the virtual collapse of rac- 
ing in New York (for winning the Dwyer, Trav- 
ers, Withers, Lawrence Realization and another 
race in 1913, Rock View got about $10,000, and 
in 1911 and 1912 there was practically no racing 
in New York at all). In 1912 he was sold again 
(for $125,000 to $140,000 reports said), went to 
France, where he died of heart disease on July 
20, 1914, after one full season. A month earlier 
an Austrian archduke had been shot at Serajevo, 
and for the next four years Europe had no time 
for race horses. At the time of his death, he had 
had winners of 68 races and about $200,000 in 
England. 

*Rock Sand, as his photograph shows, was a 
horse of fine appearance, rather compact, and 
very good about the shouider, the iatter a marked 
characteristic of his maternal grandsire, St. 
Simon. Dr. M. M. Leach (Exile) wrote of him 
that he was “not in the least like his sire, but 
altogether a St. Simon,” and described him as a 
medium-sized, well proportioned, and well bal- 
anced type, not a commanding horse “but about 
my beau ideal of what a broodmare sire should 
be.”” He stood 15.31,, and when at Nursery Stud 
weighed 1,150 pounds. He had a slight tendency 
toward contracted feet, but there is no record 
that they gave him any trouble. 

Viewed in the light of performance, both on 
the race track and in the stud, there seems no 
reasonable ground for the current objection to a 
*Rock Sand male line, though the qualification 
may be made that in the United States there are 
few really high-class stallions which trace to 
*Rock Sand. *Rock Sand never led the sire list, 
but he was eleventh in 1916, fifteenth in 1915. 
Trap Rock was among the leading 20 three 
times, Friar Rock twice, and *Vulcain three 
times. As broodmare sires they have been 
precious, and in 19388 Friar Rock, *Vulcain, and 
Trap Rock were all among the leading 20 brood- 
mare sires, with Friar Rock in third place. 

The male line of *Rock Sand has in recent 
years turned out powerful performers in Eng- 
land, Australia, New Zealand, and South Ameri- 
ca. That it has had no such representatives here 
is America’s loss, not *Rock Sand’s failure.

Cotswold ‘Charm 


March 13.—Just as the Royal Ascot 
meeting is in a class of its own under Jockey 
Club Rules, so is the annual three-day meeting 
of the National Hunt Committee at beautiful 
Prestbury Park, Cheltenham, supreme for follow- 
ers of cross-country racing. There is no fixture 
that gives me greater pleasure to attend, and I 
have yet to meet the visitor from distant lands 
who will not subscribe to my view that the 
steeplechase course in the beautiful Cotswold 
country is the fairest in all the world. Last 
week's celebration, in seasonably keen March 
weather, provided sport in general of a quality 
in keeping with the best traditions, and attend- 
ances showed that there is no waning in the 
popularity of the ’chasing game. 

3iggest crowd of the three days was at the 
final stage when the Cheltenham Gold Cup was 
the major attraction. The company, however, 
was not of the record dimensions that Golden 
Miller used to draw in his heyday, and the race 
itself was the one disappointment of the meeting. 
Miss Paget’s old champion was not saddled, and 
I doubt if we shall see him under silks again. 
Another absentee was Airgead Sios, which was 
scratched overnight in consequence of a training 
mishap which caused his withdrawal also from 
the Grand National. With Macaulay also on the 
injured list and Royal Mail and other notables 
declining the engagement in consequence of its 
proximity to the date of the Grand National, the 
field stopped short at five, the poorest muster in 
point of numbers and quality that I have seen 
contesting the Gold Cup. On looks, last year's 
winner, Morse Code. stood out alone in the pad- 
dock, and odds of 7 to 4 were laid on his win- 
ning. The danger was considered to be Bel et 
Bon, with 8 to 1 offered against the hardy, 
strongly built Brendan’s Cottage. The other two 
starters, Embarrassed, which was put in as a 
pacemaker for Bel et Bon, and the little Estaque 
were ignored in the market. 

The going was terribly heavy, in consequence 
of the rain overnight, and the conditions beat 
Morse Code. After Bel et Bon had fallen at the 
water, we expected to see the favorite come home 
alone, and for 2!, miles Danny Morgan was sit- 
ting with a double handful, allowing the plater 
Embarrassed and Brendan's Cottage to give him 
alead. With a mile to go, Embarrassed was done 
with, but Brendan’s Cottage kept plugging on 
well in the mud, and Morse Code was under the 
whip going to the last fence. Mrs. A. Smith- 
Bingham’s son of Cottage strode on up the hill 
to beat the favorite pointless and win by five 
lengths, with Embarrassed a bad third. No 
doubt Morse Code is not a genuine stayer—it is 
significant that the 10-year-old has never been 
entered for the National—and the heavy ground 
brought about his downfall. There were some, 
however, who thought that he would have pre- 
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vailed had he not been so much restrained in the 
earlier stages. Whether that was the case with 
Morse Code I would not like to say, but I have 
certainly seen many races thrown away this 
jump season by jockeys who have ridden “wait- 
ing races’’ without a real knowledge of how to 
do it. To check a free-going horse in the early 
stages of a race over a distance which it is 
known he can stay is the surest way to bring 
about his defeat. There are many good, bold 
jumpers who resent this restraint, and they use 
up a lot of their energy in fighting for their 
heads. As like as not, they either blunder in 
taking a fence which they would cross like a 
flash if galloping freely, or else they decline to 
exert themselves when a final effort is demanded. 

The victory of Brendan’s Cottage was yet an- 
other pointer to the great Grand National chance 
of Kilstar. Miss Dorothy Paget’s horse had 
trounced the Gold Cup winner, at five pounds, in 
the big Gatwick trial. In the National, Bren- 
dan’s Cottage has to concede Kilstar 13 pounds. 


A Successor to Reynoldstown 


HE Gold Cup result was not the only shock 

that backers received at the Cheltenham 
meeting. The Champion Hurdle Challenge Cup 
was equally disastrous from the punter’s point 
of view. Going to the last flight, Miss Dorothy 
Paget’s 8-year-old Solford, one of the favorites, 
and Lord Cadogan’s 6-year-old Bahuddin were 
out clear with the issue apparently between them. 
Bahuddin was pretty well pumped out and he 
came down, bringing Solford with him. Free 
Fare had previously been involved in trouble, 
and the upshot was that the ten-to-one chance, 
Horace Brueton’s mare African Sister, was a 
lucky winner by three lengths from Vitement, 
with Apple Peel third and Mask and Wig fourth. 
Those behind included Iceberg II, Prudent Ach- 
toi, Lobau, and Our Hope, so the field was rep- 
resentative of our best-class timber-toppers. 

There are a few other events on which I must 
comment. The National Hunt Handicap ‘Chase 
(3 m.) was won in capital style by Mrs. J. de 
Selincourt’s 8-year-old Masquery, a son of Mas- 
sine, trained by Jack Anthony. Runner-up was 
Miss Dorothy Paget’s 7-year-old John Chinaman, 
and third was Lord Stalbridge’s most promising 
young fencer, Tallin. Rockquilla was unplaced, 
while War Vessel and La Touche were among 
the fallen. 

Mrs. Strang took the Cheltenham Grand An- 
nual “Chase with The Professor II, an 8-year-old 
son of Periosteum which registered his best per- 
formance to date in beating Argental, Chinese 
Order, and 10 other useful leppers. In a good 
finish for the Gloucestershire Hurdle, the French- 
bred Mansur beat Miss Paget’s Slieve Mish and 
a dozen others, the best hurdles race perform- 
ance of the week, in the opinion of many. 

The National Hunt ’Chase (4 m.), the ama- 
teur rider’s Blue Riband, was won in fine style 
by Major Furlong’s 8-year-old Litigant from 
veteran Bob Gore's 8-year-old Santac, with 
Wedgwood third in a field of 21. Winner and 
second were the best-backed runners, Santac 
having the market call, and the pair fairly out- 
classed their rivals. Litigant is trained by young 
Frank Furlong and was ridden by that very good 
horseman R. Black. The gelding is by Walin- 
son, a Son-in-Law horse, and was picked up at 
a bargain price in Ireland by Major Furlong. I 
think it is safe to predict that we shall be see- 
ing Litigant to advantage in more exalted com- 
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pany next season, and the owner's hopes that he 
may have another Reynoldstown may not be set 
too high. At least, it wouldn’t surprise me if 
Litigant proved capable of winning one Grand 
National, and I don’t suppose that optimistic 
Major Furlong has visions of owning another 
dual winner! 

J. Metcalf, over here for his annual visit to the 
National, had the pleasure of seeing his 8-year- 
old Abbot’s Glance, a son of The Black Abbot, 
beat the hot favorite, Snowden, and 10 others in 
the Seven Springs Handicap ’Chase (2% m.). 
Another success was registered for the States 
when the American-bred Straw Boss, a chestnut 
by *Carlaris out of Enid, won the National Hunt 
Juvenile ’Chase (2 m.) from a good field. Straw 
Boss, which I understand has won a couple of 
hurdle races in his native land, is owned by 
Louis Stoddard and was ridden by Ivor Anthony’s 
nephew, M. A. Jones. The gelding is not of the 
substance of our best cross-country performers, 
but he can jump well. 

A much more impressive novice, however, is 
Miss Dorothy Paget’s 6-year-old Roman Hackle 
(by Yutoi), which put up a sparkling perform- 
ance to win the Broadway ’Chase (3 m.) from 
18 rivals. He was beautifully ridden by G. 
Archibald. Miss Paget gave a stiff price, said 
to be 3,000 guineas, for Roman Hackle a few 
weeks ago, but the horse showed at Newbury 
last month, and again in this Cheltenham test, 
that he is worth the money. 

A third American-owned winner at the second 
stage of the meeting was F. Ambrose Clark’s 6- 
year-old Castletown, a shapely son of Sonning 
which jumped most stylishly to beat Mrs. Gem- 
mell’s big 5-year-old Agleam, a half brother to 
Gregalach, in the Cotswold ’Chase (2 m.). 


The two hurdles races which preceded the Gold 
Cup on the final day of the meeting were won 
by bookmakers’ horses. The 6-year-old Velvet 
Cushion (by Apelle), now owned by the Mid- 
lands penciller Fred Sedgewick, took the Spa 
Hurdle; and Bill Scott, a cheery operator in Tat- 
tersall’s Ring, had the pleasure of seeing his 
wife’s much improved 8-year-old Abbots Own 
(by Abbots Trace) take the County Handicap 
Hurdle. Abbots Own carried a big weight and 
beat a class field in the readiest fashion. 


I had hopes of seeing J. H. Whitney’s colors 
to the fore in the final race of the fixture, the 
Cathcart Challenge Cup (2 m.), on the good 
looking 7-year-old National Night. I fear, how- 
ever, that the chestnut son of Werwolf is not a 
true stayer, and he was easily beaten by E. E. 
Large’s consistent mare Alexandrina, a daughter 
of Tangiers. 


Top Hurdler 


E spent the week-end at Hurst Park, where 

proceedings were enlivened by challengers 
from France in two or three of the events. I had 
the pleasure of meeting the veteran James Hen- 
nessy and his trainer George Batchelor, who re- 
called that it was exactly 30 years since they came 
to Hurst Park to see Lutteur II win prior to going 
on to Aintree to secure the Grand National. Mr. 
Hennessy ran a 6-year-old Quatre As against 
Royal Mail in the Black Vine ’Chase (3 m.), but 
at a difference of only nine pounds the French- 
man was no match for Mrs. Camille Evans’ Na- 
tional winner. Royal Mail, which looked a pic- 
ture, jumped perfectly, and in a pretty finish de- 
feated the speedy Rightun by a neck, Quatre As 
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being a bad third. Assuredly Royal Mail will 
again make a bold bid at Aintree and after this 
win no more than 100 to 7 was offered against 
his repeating his 1937 National triumph. 

The visitors from France were particularly 
sanguine that they would win the 1,000-sovereign 
Triumph Hurdle (2 m.) for 4-year-olds at the 
concluding stage of the Hurst Park meeting. 
They were represented by Mr. Hennessy’s Grey 
Talk, which had done great things during the 
winter season on the Riviera, and Mitsouko, a 
winner of two or three ‘chases but which escaped 
a penalty for this hurdles event. Mitsouko was 
purchased 24 hours before the race for £2,000 by 
G. S. L. Whitelaw, but it was Grey Talk that our 
French friends gambled on. There were a num- 
ber of other French-bred horses in the field, in- 
cluding L’Ouragan III, Tenor II, Quartier Maitre, 
and Chateau Gontier, all of which are now 
trained in this country. Quartier Maitre, report- 
ed to have done exceptionally well in gallops 
with Bahuddin and other useful horses in Ivor 
Anthony’s stable, shared favoritism with Grey 
Talk. There were 15 runners, and it was a capi- 
tal race to watch —for a mile and a half. In the 
last half-mile Grey Talk toyed with the oppo- 
sition and he won in a hack canter by eight 
lengths from Carton, with Quartier Maitre third. 
A strongly-framed brown colt by Gris Perle, Grey 
Talk is a 14 pounds better hurdler than any 4- 
year-old trained in this country and he has the 
make and shape of a ’chaser if Mr. Hennessy de- 
cides to put him over the bigger obstacles. 


The other big race of the afternoon, the Hurst 
Park Grand National Handicap Trial ‘Chase 
(312 m.) also was won by a French-bred, though 
one which has been quartered at Harry Brown's 
stable in Warwickshire for a long time. This 
was R. Lehman’s compact 10-year-old Didoric 
(by Zambo), which was not entered for the Na- 
tional. He scored cleverly from Aintree aspirants 
in Jovial Judge, which seems to be always sec- 
ond, Dominick’s Cross, and MacMoffat.

Added Color 


Tanforan will schedule a few two-mile races, 
in hope of finding another performer to take the 
place of Malicious, retired after the Santa Anita 
Park meeting at the ripe age of 12 years, in the 
estimation of West Coast race-goers. Prominent 
candidate is the Pompey gelding Sextus, winner 
of three two-mile races at Santa Anita, which 
adds to his stamina a habit of swishing his tail 
eccentrically during a race. 

Malicious captured public imagination in Cali- 
fornia as none of the crack horses could. After 


his retirement, Oscar Otis wrote in the San 
Francisco Chronicle: 
They may replace Malicious, but I doubt if there 


will ever be another one. Having done nothing but 
watch races for the last 12 years, I fancied I had seen 


a great deal, but that ovation to Malicious at Santa 
Anita this winter floored me. One had to hear it to 
believe it. For fully five minutes, the crowd cheered 
him. And even when he was running last, 20 lengths 
behind the next to last horse, and his name was men- 
tioned over the loud speaker, the fans went berserk. 
Total strangers grasped each other by the hand in the 
stoutest fraternity ever created, the common bond that 
united all Malicious followers. 

The finger of scorn may be pointed at the “form” of 
the two milers, firsters, then lasters, abounding. The 


contestants may be cheap hides just one step removed 
from the glue works, but by golly, they’ve got some- 
thing that has added color to the races, and so we'll 
just sit by at Tanforan to see the fireworks.

RemembersA— 


What with foals being born, mares being bred, 
spring farm work to do, and horses in training 
at Keeneland, Mr. Morris has been so busy lately 
that he has failed to drop in at the office of THE 
BLooD-HoRSE. So last week we went down to 
Bosque Bonita Farm in Woodford County to see 
him. The Morris farm for years was owned by 
Gen. Abraham Buford, who named it Bosque 
Bonita (beautiful woodland) after a fort which 
he commanded after the Mexican War, on the 
Gila River. We asked Mr. Morris about General 
Abe and *Leamington. 


Suturday, April 1, 


Yes, “Leamington stood here at this place in 
1866, in that little barn right down there. The 
man who owned him—up East, what was his 
name? (R. W. Cameron)—oh, yes, Mr. Cam- 
eron, he sent him down to Buford. The horse 
had only a few mares and got only four or five 
foals, as I remember, from that crop. Buford 
got Enquirer, and he was a first-rate horse. Old 
man John Harper bred two mares to *Leaming- 
ton, Nantura and Fanny Holton. The fee was 
$150, and Harper wouldn't pay it, said it was 
too much. So Cameron took *Leamington back 
East, and he never did come to Kentucky again. 
The two foals Harper got were Longfellow and 
Littleton. 

General Abe stood Enquirer in that little barn 
there where his sire had stayed. After he had 
been in the stud two or three years, he trained 
him again, took him up to Lexington and started 
him. Enquirer got beat nearly a quarter-mile. 

The Bufords were a great racing family, the 
whole bunch of 'em. They'd fight, too. One day 
three of ’em were over here at Versailles, one 
on each corner, like Abe over here, Tom over 
there, and Henry over there, shooting at one an- 
other. That’s on the record, you can find it. 

Abe Buford hated the Alexanders. The Bu- 
fords owned the Woodburn property before Rob- 
ert Alexander bought it. The thing he liked most 
was to beat an Alexander horse. One day over 
at Louisville, he had a good 2-year-old in the 
Alexander Stakes, I forget his name, and Alex- 
ander (A. J. Alexander) beat him with Lisbon. 
Buford hollered so loud you could hear him 
downtown. <A few days later they met again 
and Buford’s horse won, and General Abe lay 
down right in the middle of the race track and 
wallered like a dog and hollered so loud every- 
body on the grounds could hear him: “I beat 
Alexander! I beat Alexander!’”’ I don’t reckon 
anything ever did him any more good. Oh, yes, 
I guess that was McWhirter. He was a good 
horse. Went over to St. Louis, broke both fore 
legs in a race, and won it anyway. They buried 
him in the infield there. 

I came down here to this place a long time 
ago to buy Mannie Gray. I had been in the East 
with some horses, and Mr. Withers asked me if 
I'd come down and buy Mannie Gray for him. 
He told me not to pay over $750 for her. I bid 
up to $750, and Barak Thomas bid $800 and got 
her. That was a pretty high price in those days. 
Mr. Withers had told me to buy either Mannie 
Gray or her sister Alice Gray. The night be- 
fore the sale Alice Gray slipped her foal, and 
that eliminated her. Mannie Gray was an ornery 
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little mare. She was carrying a foal by Ten 
Broeck that was a real good race horse. 

The bidding was sort of slow, and General 
Buford stopped the sale and yelled out, “Pres 
Gray, oh, Pres Gray! They ain’t biddin’ enough. 
Git the whisky.” And a man came into the 
ring with two buckets of whisky and a dipper 
in each bucket. 

Price McGrath and Jim Grinstead were there. 
I guess there were about a hundred people. It 
was a dispersal sale. They were selling Buford 
out. I forgot who had the mortgage, but they 
had foreclosed on him. I bought this place in 
1910, and I guess I’m the only man that ever 
paid for it. 

One time General Custer came here to buy 
some horses for the army. They brought out 
some Enquirer horse, and Bufford called out to 
Custer, “Buy that one, Custer, and no blankety- 
blank Indian’ll catch you.” Custer bought two 
or three, and it was just a few weeks later the 
Indians did catch him at Big Horn. 


NOTES: R. W. Cameron, whose importations 
contributed much to the building of the Ameri- 
can Thoroughbred, had a farm on Staten Island. 
He brought *Leamington to America in 1865, 
sent him to Kentucky (which was then assum- 
ing leadership in Thoroughbred production) for 
the 1866 season. W. S. Vosburgh says he was 
bred to 10 mares that year. The only foals of 
1867 by *Leamington I can find were Enquirer, 
Littleton, Longfellow, and Lynchburg, all good 
race horses. Enquirer was the best 3-year-old 
of 1870, Longfellow was the greatest and best 
known horse of the decade. It is told that when 
Mr. Harper received a letter from Henry Wads- 
worth Longfellow thanking him for having named 
so fine a horse for him, Mr. Harper said, ‘‘Who 
is this man Longfellow?” *Leamington went 
back East, to Staten Island. In 1871 he stood 
near Westchester, N. Y. In 1872 he was bought 
by Aristides Welch for Erdenheim Stud. 

Mannie Gray (also spelled Mannie Grey) was 
foaled in 1874. The American Stud Book says 
she was a black, and that she was bred by Col. 
George Garner. She was by Enquirer out of 
Lizzie G., by War Dance. General Buford’s dis- 
persal sale was held March 23, 1881. According 
to the summary in Turf, Field and Farm, Mannie 
Gray, stinted to Ten Broeck, was knocked down 
to Major Barak Thomas, of Lexington, for $725. 
This suggests that Mr. Morris’ top bid, was 
probably $700. Mannie Gray was then carrying 
her first foal, which raced under the name Ten 
Strike, and won the Tennessee Derby, Seaside 
Stakes, and 25 other races. Mannie Gray be- 
came one of the greatest broodmares in Ameri- 
can breeding. She had 12 foals (including one 
which died as a yearling), of which seven raced. 
Six of them were stakes winners and the other 
ran only one time. The stakes winners were 
Ten Strike, Bandala, Lady Reel (dam of Ham- 
burg), Correction (dam of Yankee), Free Mason, 
and the famous Domino. Her last foal, Mannie 
Himyar, a sister to Domino, did not race, but 
produced Blackstock, stakes winner and sire of 
Mentor, sire of Wise Counsellor. 

At the suggestion of Brownie Leach, Keeneland 
has announced a John H. Morris Diamond Anni- 
versary Handicap to be run Saturday, April 15. 
Mr. Morris will present a trophy to the winning 
owner. On the front cover of this week’s issue 
is a picture of Mr. Morris with his 2-year-old filly 
Fair Advice, by Good Advice—-Fair Teresa, by 
Fair Wind, in C. R. Allen’s stable at Keeneland.

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LOUISIANA 
Fair Grounds 


FTER 111 days of racing, the long winter 

meeting at the Fair Grounds which began 
last Thanksgiving Day came to a close, on Sun- 
day, March 26, with the eighteenth running of 
the Louisiana Derby as the featured race. The 
horses which race at the New Orleans track are 
not of very high calibre, and the Derby usually 
goes to a horse shipped in from another track 
specially for the race. Such was the case this 
year, victory falling to Greentree Stable’s Day 
Off, which had been campaigning in Florida, 
where he was third to Technician and Volitant 
in the Flamingo Stakes. It was Greentree Stable 
most of the way, for second place went to the 
only filly in the race, Mrs. Anthony Pelleteri’s 
Alms, a half-sister to Twenty Grand which was 
also bred at Mrs. Whitney’s Lexington farm. 

Supporting the feature was a $1,000 overnight 
handicap at a mile and 70 yards, which went to 
Be Jabbers, a 4-year-old Bud Lerner filly owned 
and trained by R. A. Coward. Other events were 
under claiming conditions, as were all of the 
races run on the final Saturday. On closing day 
Apprentice J. Oreos, who has been the riding star 
of the meeting, got two victories, three seconds. 
One of his winning mounts was Ducmiss, one of 
the few twins to race successfully. 

With the close of the Fair Grounds meeting, 
horses which have wintered there will scatter 
northward. Some will ship to Kentucky for the 
spring racing, most will move up to Fairmount 
Park for the meeting which will open May 20 if 
dates applied for are granted. 


*Bachiller 


After two dull performances in sprints at the 
Fair Grounds, *Bachiller, one of the recent South 
American importations of Clarence Shockley, set 
a killing pace in a 1 1-16-mile allowance race 
March 23, won comfortably and set a _ track 
record of 1:44!; for the distance. But because 
he ducked cut when struck with a whip, inter- 
fering with challengers which were coming up 
in the stretch, he was disqualified. Though 
neither *Bachiller nor *Beldad, his stablemate, 
had shown anything in two previous starts each 
and had not gone more than six furlongs in the 
United States, the entry was at 3 to 1. 


Day Off's Easy Victory 


A field of nine contested the eighteenth Louisi- 
ana Derby ($12,000 added, 3-year-olds, 114, miles) 
at the Fair Grounds March 26. One of the bet- 
ter regarded candidates, Coronado, had bowed a 
tendon in a five-furlong blowout the day before 
the race, thus depriving A. G. Tarn of a chance 
to add a third Louisiana Derby to the series 
which Rushaway began and which Wise Fox 
carried on last year. Greentree Stable’s Day 
Off (114), shipped over from Miami in charge of 
E. L. Cotton, and with the stable jockey Eddie 
Arcaro in the saddle, was made an even-money 
favorite, with the entry of Mrs. Anthony Pelle- 
teri’s Alms (111) and Millsdale Stable’s Sun 
Lover (114) well backed as second choice. 

Day Off broke quickly, from well out in the 
track, but Sun Lover, just outside him, came 
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over and put him in close quarters. Arcaro 
pushed the Sun Beau colt off and got a good po- 
sition as the field turned into the back stretch, 
with Conn Smythe’s Sir Marlboro (116) setting 
the pace. Sun Lover rushed up to challenge, 
but the *Swift and Sure colt put him away. Then 
Mrs. C. C. Winters’ Patrol Scout (116) came up 
to second place, but before he had much chance 
at the leader Day Off and Alms got into the 
running. As the field turned into the stretch 
Day Off moved forward on the outside, and 
when Arcaro shook his bat in front of his 
mount’s eyes Day Off came out smartly. Alms 
had begun slowly, but she came powerfully 
through the stretch, and though she was no 
match for the Greentree colt she got up to take 
second place, three lengths behind the winner. 
Patrol Scout, tiring at the end, was a neck far- 
ther back, with Sir Marlboro six lengths away 
fourth. In order followed Sun Lover, Brodea 
(116), Jubilee C. (116), and Dick Naishapur 
(116). Time, :2325, :4745, 1:1335, 1:3935, 1:5235, 
track good. Stakes division, $9,510, $2,000, $1,- 
000, $500.

He is the first 
foal of Easy Day, which won the Spinaway 
Stakes. Glade won three races at two, includ-

1938. They are the winners Singing Wood (Fu- 
turity, Withers Stakes, Queens County, Santa 
Margarita, Bowie Inaugural, Toboggan, and John 
Hancock Handicaps, and $126,090), Sylvan Song, 
and Wood Song, all three being by *Royal Min- 
strel. Idle Dell won seven races, including the 
Walden Stakes and Delaware Handicap, and also 
produced the winners Lazy Susan (dam of the 
stakes winner Drowsy) and Lazy Daisy (also 
dam of the stakes winner Mill Pond).

Tanforan 


HE 25-day meeting which opened at Tanforan 

March 18 came to its second Saturday March 
25 with a program featured by the Exposition 
Handicap, won by Charles S. Howard’s recent 
purchase, Galapas. There is no indication that 
the San Francisco world’s fair has done any- 
thing to help the Tanforan meeting. On opening 
day the turnover was slightly above $200,000; on 
the off-days last week it ran a trifle above $100,- 
000, and an average of between $125,000 and 
$150,000 seems indicated. Tanforan has cut its 
stakes values sharply this spring, apparently in 
anticipation of a continuance of the slump which 
struck the San Francisco tracks last fall. One 
difficulty has been the operation of illegal dog 
tracks, for while California has been avid in col- 
lecting its revenue from horse racing it has 
made no determined effort to protect it either. 
from dog racing or handbook competition. 


New Silks For Galapas 


On the last day of the regular Santa Anita 
Park meeting Galapas won under the colors of 
Townsend B. Martin, who had bought him as a 
yearling at Saratoga in 1936. Shortly after- 
ward the *Sir Gallahad III colt was sold private- 
ly to Charles S. Howard, and he came out under 
his new silks on March 25 at Tanforan, in the 
Exposition Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 1 1-16 miles), overcame interference, and 
won cleverly. 


Dip (105) broke in front, with Galapas (111) 
hard after him, but on the back stretch the chal- 
lenger got in close quarters, as Mrs. J. F. Waters’ 

Falerno (114) moved up. Ralph Neves eased 
his mount back to fourth place, but got clear on 
the outside. *Falerno had rushed up to take the 
lead. Dip and Masker were second and third 
but rapidly tiring, and Galapas picked them both 
up easily. A furlong from the finish he had got 
to *Falerno, and the South American tired, fell 
back. W.B. Simpson's Stands Alone (118) came 
strongly in the stretch to be second, a length be- 
hind Galapas, which was not under much of a 
drive. R. C. Stable’s Count Atlas (111), also 
finishing well, was third a head farther back, a 
length in front of *Falerno. In order followed 
Advocator (113), Essjaytee (106), Masker, Wild 
Turkey (103), Dip, Rhiniz (114), and *Amor 
Brujo (108). Time, :24, :4725, 1:1135, 1:3736, 
1:43°%5, track fast. Stakes division $2,245, $500, 
$250, $125.

Galapas placed in the Empire City Handicap at 
three, but he had not won a stakes before last 
Saturday. However, he had more than earned 
back the $5,000 which Mr. Martin paid for him. 
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In all he has started 36 times, won eight races, 
tinished second four times, third seven times, and 
has earned $10,325, $8,080 of this under the Mar- 
tin silks. Tenting, which did not race, is also 
dam of the winner Alahad, sister to Galapas. 
Ten-Lec won 18 races and $37,106, including East 
View Stakes, Quickstep, Hartsdale, Hiawatha, 
Pocahontas Handicaps, and is also dam of the 
winners Sir Ten, King Arthur, Tenopo, and Ten 
Law, and the producer Flora May. She is sister 
to six winners, including Polka Dot (C. C. A. 
Oaks and grandam of Pasteurized, winner Bel- 
mont, East View Stakes), Paddy Whack ( Youth- 
ful, Hudson, Newtown, Melrose Stakes), and 
Embroidery (17 wins, including St. Leger Han- 
dicap twice, Louisville Cup, and producer). Net- 
work, in addition to the above, produced six other 
winners, including Executor (26 wins, including 
Pimlico Nursery Stakes), El Bart (Shillelah 
Steeplechase twice, Chevy Chase Steeplechase), 
and Lace (Clabaugh Memorial Handicap), and 
the producers Deirdre (grandam of the stakes 
winner The Fighter), Crochet, and Workmaid, 
dam of Dunboyne (Futurity, Great American 
Stakes, Paumonok, Arverne Handicaps and sire) 
and the stakes winner Omrah. 


Wires and 2-Year-Olds 


The California Horse Racing Board on March 
21 announced that application of the Nationwide 
News Service to reinstall their wires in the five 
major California tracks had been denied. The 
board said: ‘The primary function . .. was to 
furnish service to illegally operated bookmakers. 

. . The board feels that the operation of book- 
makers constitutes a distinct threat to the sport 
of Thoroughbred racing and to the great breeding 
industry . . . and that the board could not con- 
sistentiy take any action which would in any way 
aid or abet the continued illegal operations of 
such establishments, to which the board is, and 
will continue to be, unalterably opposed.” 

Coming worries for the board were the ques- 
tion of the racing of 2-year-olds before May, the 
continuance of the receiving barn. Question- 
naires were sent to horsemen, breeders, trainers, 
owners, all over the State, and while decision will 
hardly be based on a count of ballots, the board 
will probably be guided to some extent by the 
response it receives. 

The receiving barn has its backers and its op- 
ponents, in about equal numbers, but Paul Lowry, 
writing in the Los Angeles Times, said, “It is an 
odds-on gamble that 2-year-old racing commenc- 
ing the first of each year, will be voted back into 
good standing.”” Edward R. Young, chairman of 
the board, said that the vote so far received was 
preponderantly in favor of removing the ban on 
early 2-year-old racing. 


Seabiscuit's Plans 


Last week an Associated Press story reported 
that Seabiscuit had “proved unsatisfactory stand- 
ing at stud” and that he would probably be with- 
drawn from a breeding farm near Los Angeles. 
Apparently this was a distortion. Seabiscuit has 
not been on a breeding farm; he has been with 
the C. S. Howard stable, which shipped last week 
to Tanforan. There Trainer Tom Smith said 
Seabiscuit would be fired, turned out at the How- 
ard ranch near Willits, Calif., in the hope that 
his injured tendon sheath will mend. Meanwhile 
he will be bred to two or three mares.

Ireland's Grand National 


AST year the Grand National Steeplechase at 

Aintree was a triumph for the United States. 
The 1939 renewal, run last Friday, March 24, was 
Irish from stem to stern. The winner, Sir Alex- 
ander Maguire’s Workman, was bred in Ireland 
by a pub keeper, owned by an Irish manufac- 
turer, trained by an Irishman, ridden by a jockey 
who had won most of his fame and lost most 
of his teeth over the steeplechase courses of 
Ireland. Further, all the people in the town of 
Navan, in County Meath, profited by Workman's 
victory, for after the race Sir Alexander dis- 
closed that he had placed a bet on behalf of the 
entire population, though he did not state the 
amount of the wager. 

All but one of the 38 horses for which the final 
acceptance was made went to the post for the 
101st running of the Grand National at Aintree. 
Eleven of them finished the course in the follow- 
ing order: Workman (146), Capt. L. S. Briggs’ 
MacMoffat (or Mac Moffat) (143), Miss Dorothy 
Paget’s Kilstar (143), James B. Rank’s Cooleen 
(162), Arthur Sainsbury’s Symaethis (140), 
Arthur Donn’s Dominick’s Cross (155), Mrs. 
Camille Evans’ Royal Mail (167), James V. Rank’s 
Bachelor Prince (142), P. D. Cullinan’s West 
Point (142), Sir Humphrey de Trafford’s Under 
Bid (140), Alan Pilkington’s Pencraik (140). 

A crowd of perhaps 250,000 saw the 37 candi- 
dates for the world’s premier jumping race file 
out of the paddock onto the course, but even this 
vast congregation was apparently smaller than 
the National usually draws. The horses got 
away to an excellent start, and the eliminations 
began immediately. James Morris, an amateur 
riding his own horse, the 12-year-old Drim, had 
wagered £500 to £10 that he would get safely 
over the first jump. He lost the bet. Another 
casualty at the first fence was War Vessel, a 
Man o’ War gelding with which Mrs. Marion du 
Pont Scott was seeking to repeat Battleship’s 
triumph of 1938. William Parvin, who was rid- 
ing in his fifteenth Grand National in as many 
years, reported that War Vessel landed well but 
was bumped from behind, the shock throwing the 
rider out of the saddle. 

No one ever finds out exactly what happens in 
a Grand National, but fallen horses and riders 
are likely to be strewn all along the four miles 
and 856 yards and beside any of the 30 jumps. 
By the time the field passed Becher’s Brook 
(sixth jump) the first time and came to the 
hazardous Canal Turn (eighth jump) 14 starters 
had been eliminated by falling, losing their rid- 
ers, running out, or refusing. These were Tuck- 
mill, Deslys, War Vessel, Epiphanes, Royal Dan- 
ieli, Blue Shirt, Luckpenny, Mesmerist, Perfect 
Part, Lucky Patch, Second Act, Dunhill Castle, 
Teme Willow, and Drim. 


At the Canal Turn Tim Hyde had Workman far 
back in the field, which was being paced by 
Rockquilla, with the favorite Kilstar about two 
lengths back in second place. The leaders as 
they approached the stand for the first time were 
Under Bid, Kilstar, Rockquilla and Red Hillman. 
Under Bid and Kilstar were almost together as 
they cleared the water jump in front of the stand 
and turned sharply to the left for the second 
round of the course. Kilstar, racing at Aintree 


for the first time, was clearing the fences as if 
they were mere hurdles. 


Workman was thir- 
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teenth among the 22 horses which finished the 
first round. 


At Becher’s Brook Kilstar was still going well 
and appeared a very likely winner, but he struck 
the top of the next jump, a rail fence, and stag- 
gered. Thereafter, although he continued to 
jump well, he seemed to have lost his boldness 
and did not again turn on top speed. Among the 
trailers at Becher’s was the last American-owned 
starter, Mrs. Louis E. Stoddard’s Milano, ridden 
by her husband. Like Kilstar he bungled at the 
rail fence and made a bad landing. Stoddard was 
knocked out of the saddle and the riderless Mi- 
lano continued to finish in fourth place. Stoddard 
received a deep cut in the back of the head, but 
the injury was not serious. 

After Kilstar’s mishap Dominick's Cross, Black 
Hawk, and MacMoffat moved in to contention 
and Workman moved up fast. At Valentine's 
Brook, the twenty-fifth jump, Workman ap- 
peared for the first time among the leaders. Only 
11 horses were left to take the comparatively 
easy jumps between Valentine’s and the finish 
line. At the last jump it was Workman in front, 
half a length ahead of MacMoffat. Kilstar, the 
&-to-1 favorite, was third, but ten lengths behind 
the leaders and hopelessly out of it. The mare 
Cooleen was in sixth place and passing tired 
horses. In the run in to the finish Workman 
drew ahead to win by three lengths from Mac- 
Moffat, with Kilstar about 15 lengths farther 
back and six lengths ahead of Cooleen. 


Workman’s time was 9:42!5, and the value of 
the race to the winner was approximately $36,050. 


Workman, the Grand National’s newest hero, 
is a 99-year-old brown gelding, by Cottage 
(Tracery—Casetta, by Marco) out of Cariella, 
by Caricato out of Sembe, by Santol out of Lady- 
in-Waiting, by Sir Edgar. Caricato, foaled in 
Argentina in 1915, is a son of Craganour and 
was sent to England in 1920. Workman was 
bred by P. J. O'Leary, became the property of 
R. de L. Stedman, who last spring sold him to 
his present owner. Most of his successes have 
been scored in his native country, but he was 
best known to the sporting world for having fin- 
ished third behind Battleship and Royal Danieli 
in the 1938 Grand National. At 100 to 8 he was 
one of the favorites for the National. 


Sir Alexander Maguire is a 63-year-old Belfast 
match manufacturer who has been in racing only 
about two years. Workman’s trainer is Jack 
Ruttle, recognized as one of Ireland’s best. His 
rider, Tim Hyde, formerly an amateur, is a su- 
perb horseman who bears the marks of hazard- 
out years in the saddle. The Associated Press 
quoted him on Workman's victory: “He jumped 
himself into the lead at the ditch before the turn 
into the race course. ‘Twas a marvelous race, 
me boy.” The second horse, MacMoffat, which 
closed at 25 to 1, is a 7-year-old brown gelding 
by Sir Harry (by Soliman, by St. Simon) out of 
La Chacra, by Pommern.

AT a meeting of the California Horse Racing 
Board at Los Angeles March 20, Paul C. Wagoner 
was ruled off the Turf for conspiring to substi- 
tute Chasar for Royal Rover at the Santa Anita 
Park meeting. Details of the attempted substi- 
tution were not given in the ruling. Owner 
Wagoner is not connected with the Waggoners 
who are prominent in Texas racing, and who 
spell their name differently. 
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NEW YORK 


Saratoga, Belmont Nominations 


\NTRIES for the stakes at Saratoga and Bel- 
mont Park have shown signs of falling off 
slightly during recent years, and it was probably 
a great encouragement to officials to find that, 
with the closing of the stakes on March 15, there 
had been a moderate increase. At Saratoga, 
where 21 stakes closed, there was a total of 
1,756 nominations, against 1,615 last year. The 
new Diana Handicap accounted for 37 of these, 
but nearly all of the stakes gained, and the few 
which lost were fairly close to 1938 totals. Se- 
verest loss was in the Test Stakes, which had 50 
nominations this year against 60 in 1938. Great- 
est gain was in the Adirondack Handicap, which 
picked up 23 more entries than it had last year, 
for a total of 169. The Diana, which is to be 
inaugurated this year, included Jacola, Hand- 
cuff, Dinner Date, and Esposa among its nom- 
inations. 

At Belmont Park 10 stakes closed March 15, 
with 639 nominations, a gain of 39 over last 
year. The largest gains were shown by the Har- 
lem and Hollis Claiming Stakes, but the Suburban 
Handicap gained seven nominations, the Metro- 
politan Handicap gained eight. Four stakes 
showed from two to four fewer nominations than 
in 1938, all others gained. Included among nom- 
inations for the $20,000 Suburban are *Kayak II, 
Bull Lea, War Admiral, Cravat, Stagehand, 
Pompoon, Jacola, Sir Damion, Nedayr, Pasteur- 
ized, Handcuff, *Isolater, and others. 


No Discussion 


There was some advance interest in the meet- 
ing of The Jockey Club on March 23, because of 
the question of issuing a New York license to 
Jockey Don Meade. But there was no discussion 
of the Meade case; Meade had not yet applied for 
a license in New York. 


New Law Proposed _ 


Senator John J. Dunnigan, Democratic minority 
leader of the New York Legislature, is apparently 
not wholly happy unless he has in hand legislation 
affecting racing. For many years he has been 
trying to legalize pari-mutuel betting in his State, 
would have got it done in the Constitutional Con- 
vention last summer except that, since the Con- 
vention was controlled by Republicans, the Demo- 
crats wanted no popular issues included in its 
recommendations. 


On March 24 Senator Dunnigan introduced into 
the New York Senate a bill giving the New York 
State Racing Commission control over the licens- 
ing of owners, trainers, and jockeys. This con- 
trol is now vested in The Jockey Club as affects 
flat racing, in the National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association as affects steeplechasing. Said Sen- 
ator Dunnigan: 


I have high regard for the rich historical traditions 
and the fine motivating principles of The Jockey Club 
and the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association. I 
believe that the general licensing functions now exercised 
by them in cooperation with the commission should con- 
tinue to be exercised by them. My bill would not change 
this. But I am, nevertheless, convinced that a final veto 
power should rest with the official body of the State. 

It is axiomatic that the licensing of owners, trainers, 
and jockeys is the most important element in the con- 
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trol of horse racing on high standards. It would fol- 
low, therefore, that the body charged by law with and 
responsible to the people for the administration of law 
dealing with horse racing, should, of its own motion, 
be in a position to reverse a license granted by or- 
ganizations (under no direct public duty) to persons 
who may be deemed unworthy by the commission.

NLIKE any other list of stallions is that 

classifying them according to the average 
distance of races won by their get, for it is al- 
most always headed by stallions which are prom- 
inent in no other ranking. In fact, to be in the 
first 20, it is almost necessary that a stallion be 
represented by very few performers. The list 
here published is not as illuminating as similar 
lists in other countries, because there are so few 
distance races that, no matter what stayers a 
sire is capable of getting, they must race, for 
the most part, in shorter events. The principal 
illumination it does shed is on the way American 
racing has gone to speed. 

The average distance of the 13,016 flat races 
for older horses in 1936 was 7.33 furlongs. In 
1937, with races won by horses whose sires were 
represented by winners of fewer than five races 
omitted from consideration, the average distance 
fell to 7.27 furlongs. In 1938 there was a slight 
increase, to an average distance of 7.41. This 
means no drastic change; it is the smallest of 
pointers in the direction of increased tests of 
stamina. It means, briefly, that the average 
race in 1938 was about 90 feet longer than the 
average race of 1937. The total distance of the 
14,183 flat races for older horses in 1938 was 
105,094.2 furlongs, or 13,136 miles.

In the compilation of this list, 2-year-old rac- 
ing and steeplechasing are ignored, and only the 
performances of older horses in flat races are in- 
cluded. The statistics were begun in 1931, and 
they are cumulative; that is, the subjoined list 
does not give the distance ratio of a stallion for 
1938; it gives the distance ratio for the 1931- 
1938 period. The columns showing winners, 
races, and maximum distance, however, are 
based wholly on 1938 statistics. No stallion is 
included unless his get won as many as five flat 
races in 1938, but the ratio of each horse in- 
cludes previous years, even though the horse did 
not appear on the list in those years. 

The following table shows how the sires listed 
were divided into distance categories at the end 
of 1937 and at the end of 1938. The principal 
change is an increase in the number of horses 
whose get have won at an average of between 
six and seven furlongs.

Broodmares 


By Dr. E. A. Caslick 


This is the final installment of a study pre- 
sented by Dr. E. A. Caslick, D. V. M., resident 
veterinarian at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, 
on the records of approximately 1,000 matings. 
The report was first issued by the Horse and 
Mule Association of America. The first install- 
ments appeared in the three previous issues. 


GROUP III, CHART III 


In Chart III, are the actual breeding records 
of two mares which show examples in part of the 
irregular estrous periods. Mare No. 1 was bred 
as a maiden mare in 1932 and went barren. It 
will be seen from the chart that she had quite 
irregular periods. The mare was bred as a 
barren mare in 1933 and conceived on the first 
breeding, the 17th of March. Her breeding 
record has been good since except in regard to 
the number of services required per pregnancy. 
Mare No. 2 was imported from France and bred 
for the first time in this country as a barren 
mare in 1932. It will be noted that she was 
bred six times and finally conceived in the mid- 
dle of May. This is a typical example of the

irregular estrous period. After conceiving she 
has had an excellent breeding record except in 
1935 when she was allowed to go over the ninth 
day period due to retention of the fetal mem- 
branes. This type of cycle is found largely in 
maiden mares although it may be found in mares 
of any age. This group comprises only a small 
percentage of the mares and it appears to be a 
modification of Group I. The number of days 
in estrous seem always to predominate over the 
ncen-estrous. She is a difficult mare to properly 
breed unless vaginal examinations are made be- 
cause so much of the estrous period is false. As 
foaling mares, they have excellent sexual rhythm 
and the majority of them as barren mares will 
pass over in Group I, as will be observed from 
the record of No. 1. 


GROUP IV 


I did not make any chart for mares in Group 
IV because the teaser is of very little value in 
breeding this group of mares. They might be 
termed blanks because they have no periods of 
estruation. They act the same to the teaser 
whether barren or in foal. They are purely an 
indifferent type and if any results are to be Ob- 
tained they must be bred from vaginal exami- 
nation. Ovulation takes place as regularly in 
this group of mares as in any. It is a question 
of knowing when and when not to breed them. 

Mares, as a whole, are quite true to their types 
in regard to the sexual cycle, either as barren 
or foaling mares. One may examine the records 
and find that if a mare has a long estrous period 
when barren, she will probably do somewhat the 
same if barren again. The same may be said of 
the mare with the long diestrous period.

Eight of 
10 foals in his fourth crop have won, including 
five 2-year-old winners. Four of 18 foals in his 
fifth crop won at two in 1938.

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CORRELATION BETWEEN THE STRUCTURE 
OF THE OVARY, OVULATION AND 
SEXUAL CYCLE 

It does not seem possible to draw any corre- 
lation between the structure of the ovary, Ovu- 
lation and sexual cycle as interpreted by palpa- 
tion. The barren mare with the long estrous 
period has been condemned as a mare with cystic 
degeneration of the ovaries yet as a foaling 
mare She becomes a mare with the finest sexual 
rhythm of any group of mares. Four of the 
mares in Group I, Nos. 5, 8, 9, 10, have been in 
the stud 10 years or longer. These four mares 
in 50 breeding years have been barren seven 
times with a breeding efficiency of 86%. No. 9 
has been barren twice in 19 years, yet when bar- 
ren in 1933 she had a continuous estrous period 
of 41 days. The mare with the long diestrous 
period has also been condemned as a mare with 
a cystic degeneration of the ovary, yet No. 1, in 
Group II, has an excellent breeding record and 
she is typical of that type of sexual cycle both 
as a barren and foaling mare. Group III have 
never been classified but they are apparently a 
mcdification of Group I. Group IV are appar- 
ently the extremes of Group II. 

The four groups appear to breed equally as 
well on the ninth day period as any single group, 
or if the ovulation period is known there appar- 
ently is no difference in their breeding efficiency. 

The problems associated with ovarian func- 
tion do not appear to lie in the ovary’s ability to 
produce normal ova, but in other factors, that 
are at present veiled in mystery. Why in cer- 
tain instances does the ovary apparently func- 
tion normally when the individual shows no de- 
sire for copulation or the antithesis of this con- 
dition when the mare expresses a desire for 
copulation over long periods? The factor that 
ovulation causes a change in the vaginal picture, 
and there are many variations in this too, is im- 
portant from a breeding standpoint, but it does 
not explain the many conditions that are asso- 
ciated or disassociated with what we have usu- 
ally called normal ovarian function. I believe it 
is time that we should search further than the 
ovary for the solution of these problems. To 
me, changes in the ovary are but a reflection of 
what has happened or is still happening in other 
parts of the body. 

In closing I weuld like to make a few remarks 
about our 19387 breeding record. I remarked in 
the beginning of this paper that I was sorry 
this could not be included but I have always 
figured our mortality loss from January Ist to 
January 1st, and, of course, there is still a 
month in this year. I will give the breeding 
reccrd, exclusive of mortality loss. 

There were kept on the farm during the 1937 
breeding seascn 238 mares of which 237 were 
bred--167 foaling mares, 42 barren mares and 
29 maiden mares. Out of 237 mares bred 202 
became pregnant. There were 31 barren mares 
cut of the foaling group, 4 out of the barren 
mare group and none out of the maiden mare 
gioup. The percentages of pregnancies were as 
follows: foaling mares 80.72%, barren mares 
90.4°,, and maiden mares 100%. Total average 
was 85.23%. 

Eleven stallions performed stud duty. The 
number of mares bred to each stallion ranged 
from 28 to 43 mares, the average being 35.9 
mares per horse. The farm bred an average of 
19.7 mares per horse while the remainder of 
their mares were booked from outside sources.

42 mares of which 40 became pregnant, or 95.2° 
*Blenheim II was bred to 40 mares, of which 35 
became pregnant or 87.5°7. Gallant Fox was 
bred to 41 mares, of which 35 became pregnant, 
or 85.36%. 

*Sir Gallahad III made 74 covers during the 
seascn with an average of 1.76 services px 
mare. *Blenheim II made 105 covers during the 
season with an average of 2.6 services per mar: 
Gallant Fox made 84 covers during the season 
with an average of 2.05 services per mare. The 
total number of mares bred were given 548 ser- 
vices, or 2.31 services per mare. 


After Dr. Caslick’s address, in response to 
questions, the following comments were made 
by President Hanceck: I am sure that you all 
appreciate this very interesting paper of Dr. 
Caslick’s that represents close examination and 
close study of a band of mares over the period 
of the last five years, not to mention that he has 
also been studying them for 10 years before that 
time. 

Sir Gallahad is very valuable, and we do not 
want to use him any more than we have to use 


him, and we want to get the greatest results 
possible. He only made 74 services, and 40 
mares bred to him became in foal. That is a 


very light season for any horse, from the mid- 
dle of February to the middle of June— 74 ser- 
vices in 120 days. That is what we are aiming 
at, to get efficiency, to get as many mares in 
teal as possible, without working your stallion 
any harder than you have to. 

There is one more part of your talk, Dr. Cas- 
lick, that I would like to bring out here. You 
said that the number cf barren mares that were 


bred on the first service had about the same 
percentage caught as did mares bred on the 
ninth or tenth day after foaling. I think it 


might be explained here that we never breed our 
barren mares until they are shedding quite well 
in the spring. 

Over a long period of time, I think Dr. Cas- 
lick will bear me out in this, in mares that have 
not shed their coats at all, almost none of them 
that have been bred have ever gotten in foal. 


Answering a question by A. S. Hewitt on 
double covers, Dr. Caslick said: “We do not re- 
sort to double covers until late in the season. 
When we do give them it is generally with one 
day between, that is, 48 hours apart.”
